Making the Southern Confusion 
Worse. 
{Frcmthe N. Y. Herald.] 

Our whole political horizon looks lowering 
and stormy, and especially down South, The 
Southern States are apparently lost to tbe 
Administration beyond any remed from 
Congress. Whites and blacks witbin the lim- 
its of the late Southern Confederacy are, so 
far as we can learn, in harmony—at least upon 
one thing—the repudiation of the pational 
débt, or those taxes required to meet the 
costs of their subjugation. 

This is a bad sign for General Graotand a 
bow of promise to the fiexible Northern De- 
mocracy. Nor dowe think that the demorali- 
zation among the Southern Republicans will 
be menaed py further repressive measures 
against States or communities, or classea or 
Kuklux Klans from Cougress. The Joint 
High Commission, the San Domingo annexa- 
tion and the Darien ship canai scheme pro- 
mise to be bigh tramp cards for the next 
Presidency; but this Kuklax business, if 
taken if hand by Congress, we fear, will 
only make this Southern confusion worse 
confounded than ever, and concentrate the 
Presideatial fight upon the never-ending 
blunders of Southern reconstruction. These 
things are certain, at all events, that the 
great body of the Southern whites 
row, a8 in the war of the rebel- 
lich, are opposed to Gevaral Grant, and 
that they bave their laboring blacks within 
their reach as political allnez; that the Nor:th- 
ern Democracy on these heavy national taxa- 
tious are gathering strength, and that an ap- 
preciable iessening of these heavy texations, 
u Ore than any Kuklux legisiation, is needed 
to secure the reelection of General 
Gravt, ard to secure the holders of the 
patic. 3] bonds from the bazards of a swee 
ing political and financial revolution. We 
sey a sweeping revolution, for with the over- 
ibrow of the party in power wil! mot all its 
works be cast out, as by the will of the peo- 
pk? Itis not the Kuklux, but the tex quee- 
tion that calls most urgently for a remedy 
from Congress.

*¢ Principles’? and ** Measures.’’ 

We find. ourselyes taken to task for 
statipg—what we desire repeat in the 
most emphatic manner and to illustrate as 
we are able—that party politics is a bun- 
die of “measures,” not a set of “princi- 
ples;” that “principles” are fundamental 
truths m morality and in government, 
recognized by all men and accepted by all 
parties that profess allegiance to the same 
system, monarchical or republican, as the 
case may be; and that the effort to square 
the conduct of a political organization by 
@ succession of “measures,” which are 
persistently miscailed “principles,” is of 
dangerous tendency, affordimg rare oppor- 
tunities to the bold and unscrupulous 
demagogue and confusing the minds ot 
plain people, whose interests are best cared 
for by free and simple investigation, rid of 
cant and shams of every description. 

To be sure there is no gainsaying the 
axiom that we should do right though the 
heavens fall. Who doubts it?. No one 
questions it. Every one concedes it. But 
the moment the tervid patriot begins to 
extol his own virtues and depreciate your 
virtues he asserts the old, wurn-out scrap 
of Latinity with the vehemence of ane 
who 1s inspired by the fell spirit of contra- 
diction. It is you who are gone astray. 
It is himself that has not gone astray, but, 
regardless of everything, is resolved to do 
right though the heavens fall. What is this 
but bathos of the flimsiest kind ? : 

There are many methods of doing right 
just as there are mapy methods of doing 
wrong. But the ardent disciple oi certain 
“measures,” 
must needs lay down one fixed rule by 
which every one must square his conduct 
or be damned. This rule is not necessari- 
ly a “principle” or even an organic law. 
It is merely the tpss dizii of him who pre- 
scribes it. It is one man’s assertion of 
Ave to do right “though the heavens fall.” 
The mode may be easy to him.- But it 
may be difficult to you. He may believe 
init. You may not. Who is to decide 
the matter? There is no standard. The 
thing is muddled between you, and each 
goes away with the notion that the other 
is aknave or afool. This shuts out all 
investigation. Yetit is false. Both may 
think they are right; and, in nine cases out 
of ten; itis the question of “principle’— 
on which the two are disagreed and there- 
fore intolerant one of the other—where 
nothing was really wvolved but a differ- 
ence of opinion as to a particular measure, 
and, perhaps, nothipg more than a mere 
matter of iniormation. 

Truth is a “principle.” But there are 
divers ways of employing it and constru- 
ing it. Chastity is a “principle,” but that 
which is chaste in one country is unchaste 
in another. Monarchy is a “principle” 
and republicanism is a “principle;” but not 
the particular and changing measures that 
enter into monarchical or republican gov- 
ernment. Slavery used to be a Democratic 
“measure.” Jt is so no longer. Yet it was, 
according to partisan parlance, a “prin- 
ciple.’ If “principles” (i. €., measures) 
never change, how about the changes that 
have come over every political organism 
in the world, and that within the experi- 
ence of living men? Do not our circum- 
stances, do not our appetites, do not our 
very temperaments and moods uxdergo 
vicissitudes that affect the entire mental, 
bedily and moral mature? 

In Kentucky the Democratic party held 
out against the “principle” of negro suf- 
irage. In Tennessee the same party 
adopted the “measure” of negro suffrage. 
In one’ State it is a “principle.” In another 
State it isa “measure.” How shall plain 
people reconcile such a condition of things? 
There seems but one way, and that in- 
volves the distinction between “princi- 
ples” and “measures” which we have 
sought to explam. “State rights” are 
a series of “measures” which we regard as 
essential to jocal government. “Centrali- 
Zation” is a “measure” which the Radicals 
hold to be essential to Federal Government. 
But both parties affect devotion to the 
“principle” of Republican government, 
and they are equally vociferous in calling 
in our familiar but somewhat seedy friend, 
Ruat Celum. Suppose we descend a 
world or two and ferce the highfalutin 
demagogue to descend with us; suppose 
we discuss these “measures” in a more 
business-like way, denuded of the grand 
and lofty air of “principle,” with which 
cunning mountebanks would invest them; 
and suppose, as they arise, we dispose of 
them, as we dispose of our other earthly 
concerns, With candor. and intelligence. 
Are we_less honest? 

We must disrobe truth of the trappings 
of pretense by which sharpers seek tosur- 
round and obscure it. We must suppress 
the eloquent hypocrite and the professional 
make-belicve. We must argue “measures,” 
standing upon “principles,” which are so 
plain and so assured as to need no invoca- 
tion; and so long as we are truthful and 
just we need not fear that people will sus- 
mee us of being “unprincipled.”

which, while it impoverished the South 
enriched the North, the war between 
France and Germany has inflicted great 
sufferings on both parties; and the Ger- 
mans had to pay for their glory with many 
a scalding tear from the widows and or- 
phans, and many a ruined and desolated 
household. It is true the German Empire 
stands in future asthe first military power 
of Europe, and is terrible to all its neigh- 
bors; but let us take a quick glance at the 
reverse of the medal, and see whether Ger- 
many has really gained so much in interior 
Strength by the events of the last eight 
months. 

The Germans have, indeed, been all 
nominally united under one master, who 
bears the pompous title, Emperor of Ger- 
many; but this sovereign is the ruler of 
Germany more in name than in fact, as he 
is really only the first of a number of sov- 
princes, of whom he has the 
advantage only because he has a few more 
votes than they have in the new German 
Bundesrath. He was, in fact, more powertul 


as King of Prussia, because he could then 


act according to his own discretion and 


which he calls “principles,” 


without being competiéd ta er chy otter 
tion to their.will.

When he was — 
the Chancellor of the North 
federation his will was law Jn the aa 
he could mature and execute the brilliant 
measures with which he has raised his 
country to be the first in Europe, without 
first subjecting it to the criticism of a num- 
ber of envious diplomatists. Now, he has 
charge of af} official documents of the 
Empire, and he prepares all new bills 
which are introduced into the Bundesrath. 
The Chancellor has s sort of supervision 
over the twenty-five governments that 
compose the German Empire, and these 
can severally interpret and execute the 
laws of the Empire according to their 
own discretion. Should he get into con- 
flict with any one of them he can impeach 
that government, and the Bundesrath will 
be a high court of justice to try the case, 
It he succeeds in obtaining a majority of 
the fifty-eight delegates that compose the 
came, be has a right to enforce the verdict 
on the refractory State with the forces of 
the Empire. But this Bundesrath is 
nothing but anv assembly of the 
embassadors or delegates of the 
different sovereigns of the German 
Empire. They dre not elected by the peo- 
ple or the Legislatures of the different 
States, like our United States Senators, but 
merely appointed by the princes, without 
apy approval of the legislative bodies ot 
the different States. It is composed of 
fifty-eight members, of which the King of 
Prussia appoints seventeen. These dele- 
gates of the sovereigns of Germany have 
in reality all the power in theirown hands. 
They are the legislators, the interpreters 
of the laws, the Supreme Court, gnd the 
highest executive in Germany. Forty-one 
votes can be opposed to the seventeen of 
Prussia, and the sentiments of the princes 
of Germany are not so universally in tavor 
of Count BrsmMarcx’s policy of consolida- 
tion that they will not sometimes feel in- 
clined to put a curb to his ambition. 

With such fetters op histree will the 
Chancellor will no doubt attempt to make 
the most out of the aspirations jor national 
unification ot the German people, and seek 
his firmest hold in the Parliament of the 

‘German Empire. But there’s the rub. The 
German Parliament is but a mere shadow, 
utterly devoid of power. The members 
are elected by universal suffrage, and the 
admirers of Germany boast of this as of a 
proof of its free Governmcnt. But what 
good does a liberal election law to a people 
when the delegates which are elected are 
without the least power? The power of 
the Bundesrath, compared to that of the 
Parliament, is so great that the latter dwin- 
dles into utter insignificance. The rulers of 
Germany were so afraid of trusting any 
power into the hands of their subjects that, 
while giving them the shadow of a liberal 
representative government, they have 
robbed them of all their substance. The 
German Parliament has been reduced to a 
mere debating club, whose voice is not 
even of influence in the land, and its 
speeches are mere words that fall to the 
ground for the want of power to enforce 
the will of the Assembly. It has not 
even the right to vote a separate address to 
the Emperor. If it should protest against 
the actions of the Chancellor, and attempt 
to impeach him, the Emperor is not com- 
pelied to take the slightest notice of its 
complaint, much less answer it or obey it. 

Present appearances, moreover, do not 
indicate that the Parliament of Germany 
will succeed in attaining more influence in 
the Government than it now possesses. It 
is split up ito a vast number of little par- 
ties, which all have their private little 
theories and interests at heart, and sacri- 
fice the interest of the whole readily in 
order to promote their special desires. 
Such a complexion of the Parliament will 
prevent it trom wresting any additional 
power from the sovereigns. 

If we take alithis into consideration, we 
must come to the conclusion that the vic- 
tory of Germapvy has not improved the 
position«of that country, and that the result 
achieved is not worthy of the sacrifices 
that bave been made.

visit to Washington of the Japanese com- 
mission, by whom he is said to have sent 
the Emperor a Government ammuunition- 
box, which is understood to contain a pair 
of regulation cavalry sabers from the 
United States arsenal and a copy of the 
Patent Office Report of 1869, neatly bound 
in brown muslin.

e Road from Campbeltsburg to 
Eeecesties Put Unier Contract. 
A meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Cumberland and Obio ratiroad was held at Leba- 
non on Tuesday evenipg. Hon.Z F. Smith, Pres- 
ident; A. B. Veach, of Shelby; M. E. Huston, of 
Spencer, E. L. Davison and Tho:-. R. Browne, of 
Wasbington; Joseph Spalding, of Marion; R. §. 
Moutagaue, of Taylor; D. Hudson, of Green; Dr. 
A.M. Jones, of Metcalf:; William Winioek, of 
Barren, and Dr. B. W. Stone,of Allen, were 
present, as were alsoJobnC Brovshead. engineer 
of the road,and Mr. Johan Hay, of the firm of 
Myer & Hay,the contractors. A delegation from 
Gallatin, Tenn., consisting of Colone! T. Boyer, 
J.J. Turn rand Volonel J.C. Rodmer, were pres- 
ent in the interest of a direct lice from the point 
where the Cumberland and Ohio Intersects the 
State line, through Galla'in, to Nashville. 

The contrac’ recently made by the Execu'iv2 
Committee of the Board of Directors wiib 
Messts. Myer & Hay was read and taken up for 
consideration, It provides that Messrs. Myer & 
Hay shall begin work withio ibirty days after 
notice, and compiete the grading and masonry of 
the road to Greensburg in two years. If the 
work is notactualiy begup w'thin one year 
either party may annul the contract. The price 
to be paid is within the estimates of the engi- 
neer, and amounts to $1,312,091 from Campbe'k- 
burg to Greensburg, 106 mile:, or about $12,378 
per mile. The pasments are to be made, as we 
have stated heretofore, one-third tn bond, ana 
two-tbirds in cash. The contract was adopted 
by a unanimous vote of those present, Messr:. 
McKay, of Neison, and Miliigan, of Allen, being 
ubsent. The coptract was thea signed by Presi- 
dent &mith onthe partof the board, aod Mr. 
Hey in b« half of the contractors. 

A resolution providing that the several cour- 
ties districts and towns that have sub:cribed to 
the stock of the company be called on to issue 
their bonds forthe same was adopted. A mo- 
tion to accept the conditions on which the sub- 
ecription of $50,000 was made by the Lebanon 
district, viz: that the principal machine shops be 
located there, was discussed a: some length, and 
finally withdrawn. 

We learn that work upon the one hundred and 
six miles will be commenced a' once, and that 
the company have suffictent funds to finish that 
part of the road ready for the frou. Messrs, 
Myer & Hay, the contrac‘ors, are men of abil- 
ity and experience in railroad butlding, having 
made it a specialty fora pnamber of years, and 
they will no doubt push the work furward as ra- 
pidly ss possible. We are happy to note that 
this road is at last about t» beccm®* a fixed fact.
